RnMlan Troops Now Encampeil 
on the Bonier of Corea—Dip 
lomatle Relations Still Pro­ 
ceeding at Tokio. 


Paris, Oct. S.^-Official information re­ 
ceived here shows a formidable Ru.sslan 
fleet comprising ninety warships of all 
classes has arrived at Ma San Pho, south 
of Corea, ffom Port Arthur, where a 
Japane.se fleet had already arrived. Sev­ 
eral brigades of Russian troops have been 
moved forward to the Corean boundary 
and are now encamped on the border. 
Diplomatic negotiations are still pro­ 
ceeding a t Tokio. 
These do not relate 
to evacuation ot M anchuria by Russian 
troops, but to the future of Corea, 


London, Oct. 8,—The foreign office in­ 
forms the Associated Press it has heard 
nothing of the reported gathering of 
Russian w arships at Ma San Pho. 
The 
foreign office reiterates government ad­ 
vices give no indication of the possibbil- 
ity of a Russian-Japanese outbreak. 


Yokohama, Japan, Oct. 8.—According to 
all Chinese reports ‘to day the date fixed 
for the evacuation of part of Manchuria 
by Russian troops passed withoiit a Rus­ 
sian move toward evacuation of Man­ 
churia. 
Meantime Russo-Japanese nego­ 
tiations regarding Corea and Manchuria 
are proceeding at Tokio between the 
Japenese cabinet and the Russian min­ 
ister, Baron De Rosen. The latter is ac­ 
tive under direct instruction fvom Ad­ 
miral Alexieff, viceroy of the far east. 
The prospect is considered doubtful im- 
less Russia makes substantial conces­ 
sions. 
The rumor of Japanese rejection 
of Russia's demands Is officially denied^ 
China is understood to be waiting for the 
result of Japan’s negotiations before fur­ 
ther treating with Russia for the evacua­ 
tion of Manchuria.

ÏSTHMIAX CAx X l TRAFFIC. 
Prof. Emory K. Johnston, a mem­ 
ber of thc'last isthmian canal com­ 
mission, occupies nearly fifty pages 
in the Quarterly Journal of Econo­ 
mics with a discussion of isthmian 
canal traiïic. T\vo distinct investi­ 
gations were nia<le by the eomi»i.ssion, 
one relating to cargoes and the other 
to tonnage of vessels. The two re­

With regard to the futurp the com- 
mii^sion estimated that there would be 
an increase of 25 per cent in availa­ 
ble traffic for the tei>,jear^ follmnug 


5*001^798 tons in 18M, this would give 
6,257,249 tons in 1909 and 7,000,000 
ions in 1914, w'lien the canal would 
be completed. This estimate is based 
on the actual increase "of sea-borne 
trade from 1889 to 1899. 


After the canal is opened it is esti­ 
mated that there will .be a decennial 
increase in traffic of 02 per cent. 
This would give a vessel tonnage in 
1924 of 11,250,000 tons through the 
canal. This estimate is based, on the 
increase through the Suez cai^al iii 
the first decade after it- was opened, 
which was 125 per cent.

Secretary of State Rose has just Issued 
the biue book of ininols for 1903. It is a 
work of which any compiler may jvell 
be proud, for it Is not only complete in 
every detail, but it Is well edited and 
correct In it» fact.s and ngure.<ï. 
The 
ljo<‘k contains 671 pages of printed mat­ 
ter and J50 pages devoted exclusively to 
j.)lcturêH of ,me.mbers of the state governt 
mcnt, the. last general assembly and 
buildings, monuments and scenes of note 
In this state. 


The main body of the book contains all 
election figures, list.^ of the state officers 
from the formation of the government 
and during Its territorial existence. There 
are half page portraits with biographical 
sketches of each man who has seiyW as 
governor and a list of the congressmen 
and senators the state has .sent to Wash­ 
ington. The different congressional, sen­ 
atorial and judicial apportionments of 
the state are given. There are maps of 
the state as a t present apportioned. All 
the state boards revised to date are 
found in the first pages. 
Several pages 
are devoted to he names "and polities 
of the county officers of the state. The 
declaration of independence, all the state 
constitutions and amendments to them> 
the constitution of the United States 
with explanatory notes by leading.author­ 
ities are valuable sections of such a book. 
The present state constitution is an­ 
notated by Prof. C. W. Tooke, of the 
University of Illinois. The state consti­ 
tution is followed by a detailed index of 
it covering two pages. The list of dele­ 
gates to all the constlutlonal conventions 
of the staté is valuable historical In­ 
formation. A history of Illinois from 1673 
by periods is an es.sential that renders the 
book very worthy of mention. 
Illinois
